COUNTY  AMBULANCE  SERVICE— Section  27. 

The  Local  Health  Authority  is  re.sponnible  for  the  provision  of  a free 
Ambulance  Ser\'ice  “ For  the  conveyance  of  persons  sulTerimj  from  ill- 
ness, or  menial  defectiveness,  or  expectant  or  nursing  mothers  from 
places  in  their  area  to  places  in  or  outs  de  their  area.” 

This  service  is  provided  by  an  Agency  Agreement  with  the  Welsh 
Home  Service  Ambulance  Committee  for  the  provision  and  maintenance 
of  Ambulances,  also  the  necessary  S affs  and  Ciarage  accommodation.- 

In  addition,  there  is  an  agreement  with  Cardigamhire  for  the  use 
of  their  Ambulances  for  bonier  cases  and  a mutual  a'd  arrangement 
with  Carmarthenshire  for  the  conveyance  of  patients  living  on  the 
borders  of  Pembrokeshire  and  Carmarthenshire. 

There  is  also  an  arrangement  with  hire  car  owners  in  the  County 
to  transport  “ sitting  Cases  ” patients  to  and  from  Hospitals.

MIDWIFERY  AND  HOME  NURSING  SERVICES— Sections  23  and  25. 

Tlie  Local  Healtli  Authority  provide.';;  a Midwifery  and  Home  Nnrs- 
inj,'  Serx’ice  tliroiij>li  the  agency  of  the  County  Nursing  Association,  which 
is  supervised  by  the  County  Nursing  Officer  under  the  direction  of  the 
County  Medical  OlHcer. 

There  are  38  District  Nursing  Associations  affiliated  to  the  County 
Association,  employing  47  nurse  midwives.  Of  these  ; — 

9 are  Oueen's  Nurses. 

3 have  had  Queen's  District  1'raining, 

20  are  fully  tiained. 

15  are  Village  Nurse  Midwives. 

In  addition,  there  are  ; — 

1 County  Relief  Nurse. 

4 Area  Relief  Nui'ses. 

2 Part-time  Relief  Nurses. 

'I  he  Association  has  established  an  Emergency  Roll  of  Assistant 
Nurses  to  do  urgent  duty,  but  less  use  has  been  made  of  it  owing  to 
the  appoin(ment  of  reliel  nurses.  So  far  as  possible,  fully  qualified 
nurses  are  being  appointed  to  posts  that  become  vacant. 

I hirty  Nurse  Midwives  have  their  own  cars  and  13  are  provided  bv 
the  County  Nursing  Association. 

A car  hire  service  is  arrangetl  in  the  remaining  districts. 

During  the^  year  83  Midwives  notified  their  intention  to  practice  in 
the  County.  Four  District  Miilwives  left  and  seven  new  appointments 
were  niaile.  Of  these  —

Lack  of  si'itable  accommodation  continued  to  be  a deterrent  factor 
in  preventiii},'  nurses  from  taking?  ii|>  appointments  in  this  County.  The 
Joint  Hoiisinjr  Sub-Committee  of  the  ilealth  Committee  and  the  County 
Nursing  Associalion  has  igjproved  plans  for  the  building  of  small  houses 
with  garages  by  the  County  Council  in  certain  areas  where,  at  present, 
suitable  accommoilation  cannot  be  found. 

The  Pembrokeshire  Branch  of  the  Royal  College  of  Midwives  met 
five  times  during  the  year,  and  lectures  were  given  by  the  Medical 
Practitioners  in  the  area.  These  meetings  were  well  attended  and  the 
lectures  were  much  appreciated  by  the  Mitiwives. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION— Section  26. 

VACCINATION. 

Since  the  Vaccination  Acts  have  been  re|>ealed  the  question  of 
vaccination  is  now  purely  voluntary  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

The  work  of  vaccination  is  undertaken  by  all  (jeneral  Practitioners 
in  the  County,  and  it  i.s  carried  out  either  at  the  Homes,  or  at  their 
Surgeries.  Arrangements  will  be  made  to  hold  special  sessions  for 
vaccination  according  to  local  needs  and  circumstances. 

407  successful  vaccinations  were  carried  out  during  the  year  com- 
pared with  376  in  1048. 

In  addition,  58  peisons  over  live  years  t)f  age  were  re-vaccinatetl. 

|n  the  event  of  an  outbreak  of  small-po.\  involving  a demand  for 
public  vaccination  on  a large  scale,  arrangements  \\ill  be  made  for 
(ieneral  Practitioners  and  mendiers  of  the  County  Medical  Staff  to 
contfuct  sessions  at  Welfare  Centres,  Doctors’  Surgeries  and  other  suit- 
able premises.  Special  measures  will  be  taken  to  inform  the  public  of 
the  arrangements  made. 


diphtheria  immunisation. 

Arrangements  tor  immunisation  are  undertaken  by  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  who  engage  General  Praclitioners  to  carry 
out  the  work. 

Children  are  imnnmised,  as  far  as  possible,  before  their  first  birth- 
day, and  provision  is  also  made  for  the  administration  of  reinforcing 
injections  later, 

Immunisation  Clinics  are  held  at  Maternitv  and  Child  Welfare 
Clinics,  and  at  other  suitable  centres. 

(>eneral  I lactitioners  jierforming  immunisation  are- required  to  com- 
p ete  a record  card  in  respect  of  each  child  immunised,  and,  on  receipt 
ol  these  cards,  the  County  Council  will  pay  the  fee  a.i^reed  between  the 
British  Medical  Association  representatives  and  the  Ministry  of  Health.

A.  TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  County  Medical  Ollicer  is  responsible  for  the  e.xecutive  arrange- 
ments for  the  Care  and  After-Care  of  Tuberculosis  patients  working  in 
close  a.s.sociation  with  the  District  Medical  Olbcers  of  Health. 

suspected  cases  of  I uberculosis  are  referred  to  the  Chest 
I hysician  of  the  Regional  Hospital  Hoard  ^^'ho  examines  and  diagnoses 
the  condition.  He  arranges  admi.ssion  to  Hospital,  for  domiciliary  or 
other  treatment  required.  He  also  arranges  for  e.\amination  of  contacts. 

Forty-one  deaths  were  attributed  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  com- 
ptired  with  29  m 1948  and  one  death  was  due  to  other  forms  of  Tiibei- 
culosis  compared  with  eleven  for  the  previous  year. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Chest  Physician,  extra  liiilk  was 
granted  to  an  average  of  21  patients  each  month  throughout  the  year. 
8,426  pints  of  milk  were  su|)plied  during  the  vear  at  an  approximate 
cost  of  £176. 

Shelters  or  ^Chalets  are  available  for  use  bv  patients  hi'ing  in  over- 
crowded conditions,  as  a means  of  segregation  and  improved  sleeping 
accommodation.

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Treatment  to  Orthopaedic  defects  is  carried  out  under  the  siipei A'ision 
of  Mr.  Nathan  Rocyn  .Jones,  F.R.C.S.,  through  the  National  Health 
Service  and  the  same  arrangements  are  available  for  children  under 
Ine  as  for  school  children. 

'1  here  were  94  children  under  li\'e  on  the  Register  at  the  end  of  the 
year.  76  ol  these  wei'e  new  cases. 

Forty-live  were  examined  and  60  re-examined  at  the  Ct  imty  Hos- 
pi'.al  by  the  Orthopaetlic  Specialist. 

I hree  were  admitted  to  Hospital,  3 operations  and  32  manipulations 
were  carrietl  out.  I^lasters,  special  appliances  anti  remedial  exercises, 
etc.,  were  prescribed  for  others. 

The  Orthopaedic  Nui’se  followed  up  all  cases  at  the  homes  or 
clinics.  She  paid  68  first  visits  and  366  re-visits  at  the  homes.
